You read the street signs of the new Market 
street with keen appreciation. At one place

pany. And, just as cosmopolitan as any of them 
when you come to think of it, the Salvation 
Army Lighthouse Hotel, beds 5 and 10 cents, 
rooms 15 cents, occupies a desirable corner site. 


But don’t you make the mistake of believing 
that the American atmosphere has died away 
from the new Market street. Bless you, this is

CRONJE’S “SOUVENIR” LETTER» OF SURRENDER. 
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Another feature of the Cronje situation out at 
the Fair is that s fac simile of the ter of 


surrender sent by Gen. Cronje, commander of the 
Boer forces at the battle Paardeburg, to Lord 
Roberts, commander of the British army, is being 
given away by the management of the Boer war 
exhibit at the World's Fair to every woman at- 
tending a performance. The souvenir is highly 
prized for its historical significance, but here 


again Cronje is severely -criticized for permitting 
such use of a document so full of sorrowful mean- 
ing for his people. 
Following is a translation of the above ona

HE failure for $5,000,000 of 
Thomas FE. Waggaman, 
treasurer of the Catholic 
University of America, sit- 
uated at Washington, D. 
C., involving as it does the 
future of 
itself, the private fortunes 
of Cardinal Gibbons, other 
prelates, priests and a great army of members of 
the church whe had intrusted their money to 
Waggaman for investment, amounts to a disaster 
that attains national importance. It is especial- 
ly interesting to St. Louis, because of the large 
Catholic element of the local population, and is 
now the subject of general discussion among 
Catholics of this city. Many persons outside of 
Washington will, it is thought, be losers by 
Waggaman’s failure, but the deepest interest and 
solicitude centers in the probable effect of the 
failure on the university itself, one of the most 
notable institutions of learning in the country.

Top, so well known as the summer residence of 
tormer President Cleveland. This deed of trust 
is being attacked in the courts, the claim beng 
made that it was known to both Mr. Wag- 
gaman and the university trustees that the treas- 
urer of the university was insolvent when the 
deed was given, and that the effort was made 
thereby to make the university, illegally, a pre- 
ferred creditor. 

In addition to this large tract the university 
has the magnificent library and art collection of 
Mr. Waggaman, who was the largest collector 
in the District. His collection is valued at up- 
ward of $300,000. This was sentgto the university 
some months ago and it was given out that it 
had been donated. As a matter of fact, it 
transpires since the failure that Mr. Waggaman 
was requested to place this collection with the 
university as additional security for the funds 
in his hands. 


In the course of time competition began to en- 
croach upon the territory long held by Mr. Wag- 
gaman. Then he began to offer interest to those 
who left money with him, and for years 6 per 
cent was paid to these investors. This seems 
to have been the commencement of the burden 
that finally became too heavy for Mr. Waggaman 
to carry. 

It is claimed by some of the attorneys in this 
ease, and this statement has been made during 
the various arguments before the court, that Mr. 
Waggaman violated the spirit if not the letter of 
the law by being personally interested in the 
property in which trust funds left with him were 
invested. It was stated that in later years Mr. 
Waggaman took these funds and used them, to- 
gether with his own, in the purchase of suburban 
and city property, holding it for what he be- 
lieved to be the inevitable rise in value.

Naningo is a name familiar only to students of 
Wert Indian laws and customs: Naningoism is 
simply a name for organized crime. Naningoism 
is the Mafia of the West Indies. In Italy a mem- 
ber of the Mafia is not more dreaded than is ihe 
Naningo of Cuba. 

The Naningo’s secret séclety {s as old as Cua 
Its founders were African slaves, wh 
gathered at night tn an obscure canebrake to prac- 
tise the rites of their savage religion. These meet- 
ings finally became mere orgies, and out of such a 
condition was developed the additional feature of 
plotting crime. Low whites were admitted to 
membership, and now the society is composed al-

for membership today are put 
the most horrible forms of initiation 
They are required to furnish proof of having com- 
mitted some capital crime. Then, watched by 
Naningoes of long standing, the candidate has to 
zo forth at night and waylay and rob the first 
passer-by. The dagger. the noose, the club, the 
slungshot—in the use of these he must be adept. 
By the most dreadful oaths he must fenounce 
religion, morality and all ties of kin and affec- 
tion. 


One custom of the Naningoes will illustrate their 
waaton ferocity. This is to place on the sidewalk 
an old shoe. The first passerby who kicks that 
shoe out of his path is marked by the Naningo 
sentinel who is lying in wait. The man who 
kicked the shoe is followed; his habits, his abode. 
iis daily walks are made known to all Naningoes 
That man is doomed to death because he hicke«! \ 
the worn-out shoe of a Naningo. He must be 
murdered within a week.

Many such investors were given security by 
deeds of trust on the property thus bought, 
and these became the fortunate holders of secur- 
itv classified as “List No. 1.” Others, and they 
include hundreds of people, investing various 
amounts, never asked and never were given any 
security. Some did not, it is said, even ask for 
Mr. Waggaman’s note as an evidence of his debt 
to them, much less did they ask for security.

The same. fondition of affairs exists with re- 
gard to the Woodley Park property. The city 
is not developing sufficiently fast to absorb these 
subdivisions and this property must await pur- 
ehasers unless it is thrown on the market at a 
sacrifice, and if that is done the university and 
everybody else will suffer this forced depreciation 
of value. 

Ultimately Mr. Waggaman found himself hold- 
ing vast tracts of land in which his own and all 


his trust funds ‘were tied up. He was paying 6 


fer cent interest and could not escape the tax 

collector.

Waggaman’'s optimism then failed him. ‘There 

were no purchasers for this land, and unless 


monev flowed into his cotfers he could neither 


pay interest nor taxes.

developing real estate might have continued for 
a time, but unless the propitious time came 
when it could be unloaded, the crash was bound 
to come. 

It matters little to those whose money has 
been sunk that Mr. Waggaman also lost his per- 
sonal fortune. Had he continued his original plan 
of acting merely as broker and making loans 
upon property in which he had no interest, and 
these loans had proved unwise, the criticism 
against him would not have been so severe ag it 
now is. The trend of public criticism can best 
be shown, probably, by quoting a statement made 
to the court by one of the attorneys. 

“I do not say that Mr. Waggaman has been 
consciously unfaithful,” said this attorney, “but 
he has been, nevertheless, unfaithful. My ciients 
appear to have intrusted certain moneys to Mr. 
Waggaman for investment, with the express 
understanding that the security was to be mort- 
gages upon property in which Mr. Waggaman 
had no pecuniary interest. It appears 
that such security was given at first, but that 
later, when a portion of the indebtedness had 
been repaid to other parties holding the same 
property as security, an indorsement was placed 
on the notes of my clients transferring the se- 
curity for their money to property contained in 
this famous ‘List No. 1,’ which is all in the name
